News  correspondent,  the  Cabinet  of 
the  Union  of  South  Africa  has  de- 
cided to  put  up  a  quota  bar  against 
Immigrants  from  Southern  and 
Eastern  Europe.  Dr.  D^  P.  Malan. 
Minister  of  the  Interior,  has  now 
given  |9tlM  that  he  will  Introduce 
a  bill  to  this  effect  In  Parliament. 

Under  Dr.  Malan  s  bill,  there  wUl 
be  no  quota,  but  rather  unlimited 
entry  for  migrants  from  Great 
Britain  and  H.s  Dominions,  the 
United  States.  Holland,  Prance. 
Germany  and  Belgium.  In  fact, 
immigrants  from  these  countries  are 
urgently  desired. 

The  bill  Is  strenuously  opposed  by 
Influential  sections  of  the  business 
community,  and  the  Government  la 
charged  with  anti-Semitism,  as  most 
of  the  immigrants  from  Eastern 
Europe  are  Jewish.

A  N  annex  or  additional  building 
ft  at  the  Victoria  High  School,  to 
house  an  auxiliary  gymnasium  and 
chemical  laboratory,  is  urgently 
needed.  Principal  Ira  Dilworth.  of 
the  high  school,  advtsed  the  City 
School  Board  last  night,  in  a*com- 
munl cation  to  the  trustees  on  this 
matter. 

Principal  Dilw|rth  said  that  the 
situation  at  the  school  surround- 
ing chemistry  this  year  was  really 
quite  unsatisfactory.  "As  you  know, 
we  have  but  one  laboratory.  This 
was  quite  sufficient  until  the  re- 
cent ruling  of  the  department,  mak- 
ing It  necessary  for  students  who 
take  one  science  only  to  take  either 
chemistry  or  physics.  Increased  the 
number  of  our  chemistry  students 
very  greatly.  This  year  we  have 
sixteen  classes  taking  the  subject, 
eleven  in  Grade  X  and  five  in 
Grade  XI." 

In  both  grades  it  was  necessary, 
by  departmental  regulation,  for 
students  to  do  practical  laboratory 
work.  In  order  to  make  this  pos- 
sible. Principal  Dilworth  has  or- 
ganized his  timetable  as  usual,  so  as 
to  assign  two  ronsecuUve  periods 
per  week  to  each  class.  "With  six- 
teen classes,  you  can  see  that  this 
would  require  thirty -two  periods.

LONDON,  Eng..  Jan.  29-The  naval  conference  bureau  of  The 
Chicago  Daily  News  is  able  to  reveal  today  a  plan  which. 
Judging  from  the  difficulties  and  possibilities  encountered 
in  numerous  private  conversations  between  the  five  powers'  dele- 
gates, seems  most  likely  to  Insure  the  final  success  of  the  confer- 
ence. It  is  not  the  only  plan  under  discussion.  There  is  the 
French  plan  for  limitation  by  global  tonnage,  the  Italian  plan  for 
limitation  by  strict  ratios  and  the  British  plan  for  limitation  by 
categories,  but  all  these  offer  obstacles  of  such  dimensions  as  to 
render  their  final  rejection  almost  certain. 

SUGGESTED  AGREEMENT 

The  Conference  will  then,  it  Is 
believed,  adopt  something  like  the 
following  plan: 

A  treaty  will  be  made.  Including 
all  classes  of  auxiliaries,  for  a  pe- 
riod of  only  five  years.  The  new 
treaty  will  thus  be  synchronized 
with  the  Washington  Treaty,  which 
will  also  expire  in  1836 

In  the  new  treaty  there  mill  be  no 
mention  of  ratios.  No  nation  will  be 
rated  as  a  second,  third  or  fourth 
class  power,  and  questions  of  pres- 
tige will  thus  be  entirely  eliminated. 
Each  nation  will  recognize  the 
other's  right  to  as  large  a  navy  as 
It  thinks  tt  needs,  but  will  recognize 
also  the  common  Interest.  In  elim- 
inating armament  competition  by 
limitation  through  agreement  Each 
nation  will  then,  detail  its  building 
programme  up  to  1936  and  will  un- 
dertake not  to  exceed  it. 

The  programmes  Unas  started  will 
cover  all  categories  of  ships,  and 
for  capital  ships  the  understanding 
will  b"  that  none  shall  be  replaced 
until  1836.  In  1036  there  would  be  a 
new  conference.

ONDON.  Jan  29  — New  and  un-

Principal  Dilworth  stated  that  In 
addition  to  the  above  "I  have  to 
remember  that  the  Victoria  Col- 
lege uses  the  laboratory  Immediately 
thai  our  school  day  is  concluded 
We  have  therefore  to  get  away  at 
once,  and  no  Individual  work  with 
weak  pupils  Ls  possible  on  the  part 
of  any  of  my  chemistry  teachers. 

"If  such  a  building  as  I  have  sug- 
gested were  constructed,  housing  a 
laboratory  about  fifty  feet  by  thirty 
feet,  this  room  could  be  available 
for  our  classes  during  the  morn- 
ing, and  during  the  whole  of  the 
afternoon  for  Victoria  College  This,

Continuing.  Principal  Dilworth 
said:  "For  some  time  we  have  felt 
the  need  of  an  additional  gym- 
nasium, not  so  large  as  the  present 
one.  and  not  equipped  with  gal- 
leries for  spectators.  At  the  present 
time  it  ls  necessary'  tor  Miss  Miller 
to  suspend  all  gymnasium  activities 
with  the  girls  after  school  when 
the  boys  are  using  the  gymnasium.

A  BtfUMGE  OF  QUESTIONS 

The  Leader  of  the  Opposition  In  the  Provin- 
cial Legislature  has  mapped  out  a  policy  of  In- 
undating Ministers  with  a  shower  of  questions 
during  the  present  session.    The  opening  staves 
of  the  chorus  appear  in  quantitative  volume  on 
the  first  order  paper  of  the  day.  and  as  the  ses- 
sion proceeds  the  antiphonal  barrage  will  rise  in 
a  crescendo  scale.   To  each  Liberal  has  been  as- 
signed a  definite  position  in  the  line  of  f^re.  The 
orders  are  that  from  the  beginning  they  must  be 
on  the  offensive,  and  that  the  attack  must  tx 
sustained  through  thick  and  thin,  and  from  day 
to  day.  It  is,  indeed,  to  be  a  wasted  Order  Paper 
that  does  not  contain  I  new  list  of  questions 
designed  to  provide  embarrassment  In  the  fram- 
•  ing  of  replies.   The  Civil  Servants  In  the  various 
departments  can  look  forward  to  an  exceptionally 
busy  time  in  hunting  up  information.    No  doubt 
these  employees  will  heave  a  sigh  of  relief  when 
the  session  is  over  and  they  can  return  to  the 
ordinary  routine  duties    in    the  administrative 
role. 

Questions  are  a  legitimate    part    of  parlia- 
mentary procedure,  within  limits.    The  propei 
limit,  to  quote  Lord  John  Russell,  is  "whe/her  or 
no  they  could  be  made  the  subject  of  a  motion." 
The  rules  governing  questions  provide  that  no 
argument  or  opinion  should  be  offered,  that  no 
epithet*  should  be  used,  that  no  facts  should  be 
stated,  except  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  ex- 
plain the  question.   In  other  words,  questions  are 
to  be  "simply  and  severely  accurate  in  their  alle- 
gations."   A  question  can  be  refused  a  reply  if 
it  invites  an  expression  of  opinion  on  any  de- 
batable   question.     Then    again,  hypothetical 
questions  are  objectionable  and  should  not  be 
answered.   One  ruling  already  given  on  the  sub- 
ject of  questioning  is  that  no  question  should  be 
put  to  Ministers  that '"is  not  pertinent  to  the 
argument  of  some  question  before  the  House." 
It  is  well  that  this  should  be  borne  in  mind  be- 
cause strict  following  of  this  principle  can  elimi- 
nate a  good  deal  of  waste  of  time. 

Another  fact  of  importance  Is  that  questions 
can  be  revised  by  officers  of  the  Legislature  after 
they  appear  on  the  notice  paper;  that  is,  "opin- 
ions, arguments  or  other  irregularities"  can  be 
erased.   It  is  also  regarded  as  a  matter  of  com- 
mon courtesy  that  in  some  cases  where  delicacy 
attaches  to  a  question  a  Minister  Is  consulted  a> 
to  the  form  it  should  take.  It  is  within  the  right 
Of  Ministers  to  decline  to  give  answers  to  such 
questions  as  they  consider  to  be  "unnecessary, 
inexpedient,  unusual,  impertinent,  or  as  involv- 
ing matter  of  too  much  gravity  to  be  dealt  with 
by  way  ol  reply  *    These  are  all  considerations 
it  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  lest  undue  time  should 
bo  wasted.    The  chief  fact  to  keep  well  to  the 
fore  is  that  all  questions  should  refer  to  matters 
that  are  pertinent  to  the  argument  of  some 
question  before  the  House    If  that  rule  Is  rigidly 
followed,  as  it  should  be.  the  interrogatory  bar- 
rage which  opened  on  Tuesday  can  be  kept 
within  reasonable  bounds.    Too  many  questions 
In  past  sessions  have  had  petty  or  frivolous  In- 
tentions and  have  been  devised  by  mental  pro- 
cesses which  revel  in  inruendo.    The  party  re- 
sponsible has  lost  proportionately  in  the  public 
estimation.    This  perhaps  may  prove  a  warning 
to  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition  and  his  followers 
who  have  designed  the  massed  formation  of  the 
Interrogatory  attack  for  party  political  purposes.

RURAL  LIBRARY  NU  D8 


The  county  library  plan  for  giving  book  serv- 
ice to  rural  areas  of  considerable  population  will 
be  Initiated  this  month  in  the  Fraser  Valley 
through  the  co-operation  of  the  Carnegie  Corpo- 
ration. The  scheme,  which  extends  over  five 
years,  is  aimed  at  demonstrating  the  possibility 
of  continued  service  without  any  outside  assist- 
ance in  this  and  similar  areas.  It  should  have 
another  effect  If.  should  stimulate  communities 
in  other  parts  of  the  province  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunities  now  available  to  provide 
themselves  with  good  reading  matter.  Where 
local  enterprise  is  shown  the  Government, 
through  the  Public  Library  Commission,  meets  It 
by  means  of  grants  to  public  library  associations, 
by  traveling  libraries  and  by  sending  books 
through  the  mall. 

There  Is  need  for  expansion  of  this  service. 
Many  communities  were  discovered  In  the  course 
or  the  recent  library  survey  to  have  no  centre  of 
culture  such  as  a  library,  however  small,  gives 
Librarians  compute  that  40  per  cent  of  the  rural 
population  on  this  continent  is  not  reached  from 
any  distributing  centre.  British  Columbia  prob- 
ably does  not  rise  above  this  average.  The  cul- 
tural lack  Is  serious.  In  view  of  the  flow  of 
empty  and  often  pernicious  fiction  from  unregu- 
lated sources,  of  the  shallowness  of  much  of  the 
material  presented  by  some  newspapers,  of  the

HOLLY 

Sir.— Since  you  published  my  let- 
ter on  holly  stealing  I  have  had 
many  inquiries  for  Information  on 
holly,  one  from  as  far  away  as 
Montreal.  As  this  question  seems  of 
wide  interest  I  hope  you  will  allow 
me  to  answer  some  of  the  main 
points  through  your  paper. 

I  know  of  no  printed  matter  that 
applies  to  local  holly -growing; 
books  printed  abroad  would.  I  am 
afraid,  be  misleading. 

I  should  put  the  limit  of  low 
temperature  the  type  of  English 
holly  we  grow  here  will  stand  with- 
out injury  to  be  ten  degrees  above 
zero.  Strong  frosty  winds  at  higher 
temperatures  are  very  injurious 
Our  holly  grows  very  freely  in  mild 
moist  districts  but  unfortunately  it 
produces  few  berries. 

Holly  germinates  freely  from 
properly  cleaned  seed.  For  the  first 
few  years  its  growth  is  very  slow 
fifteen  years  frcm  seed  to  cutting 
•iize  Is  perhaps  an  average  A  very

Addressing  the  American  Wood 
Preservers'  Association  at  the  Olym- 
|  pic  Hotel,  Seattle,  yesterday.  Mr.  P. 
|  Philip.  Deputy  Minister  of  Public 
I  Works,  disclosed  some  Interesting 
I  facts  in  connection  with  the  ultlllza- 
;  tion  of  British  Columbia  timber  for 
■  the  building  of  bridges  and  partlcu- 
,  larly  dealing  with  the  construction 
of  the  Fraser  River  Bridge  at 
I  Quesnel. 

I     At  the  point  mentioned  the  bridge 
was  to  replace  a  ferry  which  had 
I  been  in  operation  for  many  years, 
I  and  to  provide  a  crossing  of  the 
|  Freser  River  at  Quesnel.  to  serve 
a  very  large  area  to  the  west  of 
the  river. >  which  is  sparsely  settled 
and  developing  slowly.  It  was  argued 
that  this  section  of  the  province 
would    never    develop    without  a 
bridge. 

"On  account  of  the  Ice  conditions, 
which  are  very  severe  at  this  point." 
Mr.  Philip  said,  "it  was  necessary  to 
adopt  a  concrete  substructure.  Since 
future  requirements  could  not  be 
definitely  predicted.  It  was  consid- 
ered advisable  to  give  the  piers  and 
abutments  sufficient  top  dimensions 
to  accommodate  future  spans  ( steel 
If  necessary),  with  an  eighteen-foot 
roadway  width.  Tills  provision  did 
I  not  add  much  to  the  cost.  Then 
since  the  substructure  would  be  ex- 
pected to  outlast  two  superstruc- 
tures, and  since  the  conditions  were 
bound  to  be  very  severe  on  concrete, 
it  was  only  common  sense  to  specify 
concrete  of  the  highest  quality. 
Thus  the  main  substructure  fea- 
tures were  easily  determined. 
SUPERSTRUCTURE  COSTS 

"It  was  deemed  advisable  to  cut 
superstructure  costs  as  low  as  pos- 
sible, having  regard  to  the  consid- 
eration that  a  bridge  of  some  kind 
will  always  be  needed.  Timber 
spans,  of  course,  presented  the 
cheapest  solution  and  we  turned  to 
preservative  treatments.  After  a 
great  deal  of  study  it  is  our  con- 
clusion that  the  life  expectancy  of 
timber  truss  spans  can  be  Increased 
to  thirty  years  by  the  proper  pre- 
framing  and  preservative  treatment 
of  nil  the  truss  members.  The  esti- 
mated cost  for  various  span  lengths 
was  calculated  and  the  conclusions 
reached  were  reduced  to  this; 
namely,  the  cost  for  treating  In- 
creases the  cost  for  the  average  span 
erected  in  place  ready  for  traffic  by 
12  per  cent.  That  Is.  we  are  con- 
fident of  getting  33  per  cent  increase 
in  the  life  of  the  timber  for  12  per 
cent  increase  in  the  cost.  An  un- 
treated timber  structure  will  not  last 
over  fifteen  years  and  is  the  least 
costly  of  all  for  that  period,  and 
would  have  the  advantage,  perhaps 
doubtful  advantage,  of  not  straining 
our  limited  resources  at  the 
moment  " 

Having  decided  that  the  preserva- 
tive method  of  prepnring  the  tim- 
ber was  the  most  economical  In  the 
long  run.  the  treatment  given  was 
what  is  known  to  the  trade  as  the 
eight -pound  empty  cell  boiling  un- 
der vaccum  pressure  creoeotlng 
process. 

After  the  timber  was  treated,  it 
was  shipped  to  Quesnel.  450  miles 
north  of  Vancouver.  Prior  to  erec- 
tion all  the  timber  was  closely  re- 
inspected.  It  is  our  opinion  that  we 
I  have  a  structure  now  that  will  last

In  the  year 
1848.  the  Yakima  Indians  had  mur- 
dered a  missionary,  and  because  of 
the  efforts  of  the  United  States 
authorities  to  punish  the  crime, 
were  in  revolt  and  continued  giving 
trouble  for  years.  As  a  result  the 
work  of  the  Catholic,  mission  in 
Oregon  and  Washington  was  para- 
lyzed. Olympla  was  the  headquar- 
ters at  that  time  of  the  Oblate  Or- 
der. It  was  decided  to  abandon  it 
and  remove  to  Esquimalt.  where 
missionary  work  commenced  among 
the  whites  and  natives.  The  present 
church  of  St.  Joseph  was  started 
in  1879.  Since  that  time  it  had  been 
closely  identified  with  the  Navy  and 
the  Army,  the  major  items  of  the 
church  furnishings  having  been 
supplied  by  both  services  In  the 
past." 

TRIBUTE  TO  FATHER  WOOi 

The  toast  to  "Our  Municipalities" 
was  responded  to  by  Reeve  Elrlck, 
of  Esquimalt.  who  said  that  religion 
was  the  foundation  of  every  com- 
munity, and  congratulated  Father 
Wood  on  the  splendid  manner  In 
which  the  parish  had  been  con- 
ducted since  his  arrival.  It  was  a 
large  parish,  but  Father  Wood  was 
an  indefatigable  worker,  and  had 
accomplished  much.

The 
Reverend  Father  waa  held  in  high 
esteem  by  members  of  the  naval 
contlgent  at  Esquimau.  Talking  of 
the  navy,  while  everyone  sincerely 
wished  for  peace,  there  were  three 
Ideals  worth  fighting  for  if  neces- 
sary—liberty,  freedom  and  Justice. 
Some  people  thought  that  Britain 
was  being  led  in  this  proposed  limi- 
tation of  armaments.  Tills  was  not 
the  correct  assumption.  Britain  was 
doing  the  leading. 

Responding  to  the  toast  to  "The 
Army."  Brigadier-General  Brown. 
C.MO..  D.8  0,  said  it  was  quite 
suitable  that  the  church  and  the 
army  should  mingle  together  There 
was  a  time  when  churchmen  had 
led  soldiers,  referring  to  the  Cru- 
sades. In  wartime,  the  army  had 
the  spirit  of  the  church  with  it  all 
the  time,  and  during  the  Oreat 
War  there  were  many  Instances 
where  the  padres  had  voluntarily 
done  soldier  duty. 

"The  Neighboring  Parishes,"  was 
responded  to  by  Rev.  Father  Schee- 
len,  followed  by  Rev.  Father  Buckley 
and  Rev  Father  Evans.

LONDON.  Jan.  29  -First  Lord  of 
the  Admiralty  Alexander  told  the 
House  this  afternoon  that  Britain's 
cruiser  strength  in  the  naval  esti- 
mates for  the  next  ten  years,  would 
depend  on  the  results  of  the  Five 
Power  Naval  Conference. 

Asked  what  increase  or  decrease 
for  the  next  two  five  year  periods 
of  the  naval  estimates  would  result 
from  fixing  the  number  of  cruisers 
at  fifty,  he  replied: 

"There  are  at  present  fifty-four 
British  Empire  cruisers  built,  and 
four  others  in  an  advanced  stage 
of  construction. 

"The  effect  of  the  British  esti- 
mates of  fixing  the  total  at  fifty 
cruisers,  depends  on  the  size  of  the 
cruisers  laid  down  and  the  type  of 
the  cruisers  built  to  replace  those 
that  become  obsolete.  The  decision 
of  these'  questions  depends  on  the 
conclusions  of  the  naval  confer- 
ence." 

U  \IT  CONFERENCE  RESULT 
Mr  Alexander  also  told  a 
questioner  that  decision  as  to  pro- 
ceedings with  the  three  submarines 
remaining  on  the  British  1939  naval 
programme  would  be  taken  after 
the  London  Conference  had  been 
concluded.  The  programme  orig- 
inally provided  for  six  submarines 
but  three  of  these  were  later  cut 
out.

More  than  100  delegates  repre- 
senting all  Western  Canada's  cities 
as  well  as  municipal  and  provincial, 
labor  and  Industrial  bodies,  sent 
delegates  to  the  conference. 

The  meetings  will  continue  tomor- 
row with  consideration  of  reso- 
lutions which  will  be  drawn  up  by 
a  committee  working  in  camera  to- 
night. 

Today's  session  was  given  over  to 
outlining  the  present  situation,  and 
discussing  its  cause. 

UNEMPLOYED  RELIEF 

Any  scheme  for  the  relief  of  un- 
employment must  be  of  a  Canada- 
wide  type.  In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  A.

Mme.  Sanderson  enlivened  her 
precepts  with  humorous  Incident 
and  example  in  dealing  with  the 
effect  which  a  singer's  appearance 
and  deportment,  dress,  gestures, 
management  of  the  breath,  selection 
of  songs,  and  various  other  details 
had  tn  winning  or  alienating  an 
audience. 

A  singer  made  or  marred  a  first 
Impression     by     her  appearance 
Therefore  let  this  be  pleasing,  with 
a    happy   expression,   yet  natural, 
easy,  without  tenseness  In  the  ex- 
pression or  pose    The  creation  of 
a  happy  atmosphere  at  the  begin- 
ning was  Important,  and  to  this  end 
the  dress  should  be  in  good  taste 
without  any  conspicuous  features  on 
which  the  eye  could  fasten,  thus  dis- 
tracting attention  from  the  singing 
Gestures  belonged  to  opera  rather 
than  the  concert  platform.  Breath 
should  be  so  under  control  that  the 
audience  remained  unconscious  of 
any  inhaling  or  exhaling   Clean  at- 
tack also  left  a  definitely  pleas- 
ing effect  on  the  listener,  and  this 
Implied  mental  control  as  well  as 
technical  faclality,  which  should  be 
the  aim  of  every  student. 

The  Importance  of  wise  choice  of 
songs  was  also  emphasized.  The 
selection  should  consider  not  only 
the  singer's  range  and  the  timbre 
of  her  voice,  but  there  was  a  tem- 
peramental affinity,  also,  to  be 
thought  of.  Closely  related  to  this 
was  the  question  of  interpretation. 
Here  the  singer's  personality,  in- 
telligence, culture  and  experience 
played  an  Important  part.  The 
greater  all  these  things  the  finer  the 
capacity  for  interpretation.  In  at- 
tempting to  express  emotion,  the 
singer  must  not  let  herself  be  too 
much  under  the  Influence  of  that 
emotion.  Emotion  not  under  control 
dissipated  its  own  ends  by  break -

New  Officers  Are  Chosen 
for  Ensuing  Year — Hours 
of  Service  at  Post  Office 
Are  Discussed 


PORT  ALBERNI.  Jan.  29— The 
annual  meeting  of  the  Port  Albernt 
Board  of  Trade  was  held  last  eve- 
ning In  the  council  chamber  of  the 
City  Hall.  Captain  M.  Fry,  the  re- 
tiring president,  gave  a  report  of 
the  activities  of  the  past  year.  A 
great  effort  had  been  made  by  the 
association  to  have  the  Dominion 
Government  take  over  the  area  of 
land  adjoining  Long  Beach,  and 
have  It  placed  under  the  control 
of  the  National  Parks  Board  While 
no  dlrect  result*  had  as  yet  been 
brought  to  a  head  he  felt  that  some- 
thing had  been  gained,  and  before 
long  the  Oovemment  would  take 
the  matter  under  serious  consider- 
ation. The  board  had  used  its  in- 
fluence to  have  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment undertake  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Sproat  Lake-Toflno 
Road,  and  there  was  no  doubt  that 
something  would  be  done  on  this 
matter  during  the  session  of  the 
legislature.  The  matter  of  terminal 
freight  rates  had  also  been  Investi- 
gated by  the  board  and  material 
l->id  before  the  proper  authorities. 
The  matter  of  water  power  develop- 
ment In  the  district  had  come  be- 
fore the  board,  and  it  had  lent 
its  influence  to  do  what  it  could 
in  the  development  of  this  resource.

Bay  Packing  Company,  objecting  to 
the  regulations  which  were  drawn 
up  for  the  control  of  fisheries  by 
the  Provincial  Government  was 
placed  before  the  meeting,  and 
caused  a  great  deal  of  comment. 

Major  Burde  toak  exception  to 
the  board  acting  on  the  telegrams 
as  he  felt  that  a  "good  battle"  would 
be  fought  on  the  matter  In  the 
Legislature  Further,  there  was  no 
doubt  that  the  regulations  were  not 
completed  at  the  present  time,  and 
the  board  did  not  have  sufficient 
material  before  it  to  either  support 
the  statements  set  out  in  the  tele- 
gram or  to  oppose  them.  He  favored 
tabling  them.  Mr.  D.  Stone  stated 
that  the  matter  would  have  to  be 
treated  very  carefully  as  there  was 
no  doubt  certain  of  the  packing 
establishments  were  controlled  by 
the  Japanese,  and  nothing  should 
be  done  which  in  any  way  sup- 
ported these  plants  Mr  Homewood 
favored  sending  the  telegrams  to 
the  local  member.

There  was  ho  doubt  that  coal 
was  coming  back  so  general  use  as 
various  governments  were  spending 
thousands  of  dollars  in  an  effort 
to  find  a  way  to  use  pulverized  coal 
The  coal  rights  were  in  a  very 
tangled  condition,  being  owned  by 
the  city.  Albernl  Land  Company, 
and  the  E  &  N.  Railway,  but  he 
was  of  the  opinion  that  an  effort 
should  be  made  to  investigate  the 
possibilities.  It  would  mean  a  great 
source  of  revenue  to  the  city  if  these 
could  be  developed.

To  provide  advances  for  eighty- 
three  teachers  and  technical  staff 
employees  In  the  graded  schools, 
spread  over  a  five-yea«-  period,  the 
sum  of  $14,950  Is  required,  of  which  I  "'u.CinuI' 
t2.494  would  be  payable  in  1930  and 
$5,665  in  1931. 

To  supply  advances  for  eleven 
members  of  the  High  School  staff, 
spread  over  three  years,  the  cost 
would  be  $2,045.  of  which  $418  would 
be  required  in  1930  and  $1,027  In 
1931. 

The  total  would  thus  be  $16995. 
of  which  $2,912  would  be  found  this 
year  and  $6,682  In  1931 

REQMST  REASONABLE 
Trustee  Beckwith.  In  moving  that 
the  new  salary  schedule  be  adopted, 
considered  that  the  request  of  the 
teachers  for  salary  Increases  was 
most  reasonable.  A  schedule  of 
salaries  was  drawn  up  ten  years  ago 
teachers  have  been  paid  on  that 
basis  since. 

"I  feel  that  the  new  schedule 
made  and  the  increases  suggested 
are  not  extravagant.

He  advised 
the  shareholders  that  since  the 
books  had  been  closed,  on  December 
II,  the  few  remaining  Instalments 
on  the  $1,000,000  of  new  stock  had 
beera  received,  and  that  the  paid 
up  lapttal  Is  now  $7,000,000.  and 
the  reserve  fund.  $D  000,000.  Refer- 
ence was  made  as  well  to  the  In- 
crease In  the  number  of  sharehold- 
ers to  2.113.  He  spoke  at  some 
length  on  Canada's  agricultural  In- 
terests. 

AGRIC  ULTURAL  SITUATION 

"Agricultural  production  for  the 
whole  of  Canada  Is  estimated  about 
13  per  cent  below  the  previous 
'  year,"  he  raid.  "Marked  gains  were 
I  made  In  the  Maritime  Provinces, 
Ontario  was  unchanged,  but  the 
Western  grain  crop  was  scarcely 
J  more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  1928 
yield,  due  to  drought.  In  the  mean- 
time, a  most  unusual  situation  ex- 
ists In  the  absence  of  normal  for- 
eign buying  of  North  American 
wheat,  owing  principally  to  the 
large  1928-1929  carry  over  of  Argen- 
tine wheat,  which  Is  selling  at  prices 
materially  below  that  Canadian  and 
United  State.s  holders  are  asking  It 
must  be  admitted  that  general  busi- 
ness Is  feeling  \hs  cf  recta  of  the 
slow  grain  movement,  and  the  out- 
come will  be  awaited  with  nation- 
wide interest." 

MINING  DEVELOPMENT 

Commenting  upon  the  develop- 
ment of  mining,  Mr.  Austin  said: 
"Mining  showed  a  10  per  cent  gain 
in  output,  nearly  every  item  on  the 
list  sharing  in  the  growth.  The  re- 
cent announcement  by  the  Ontario 
Oovernment  of  coal  deposits  at 
Janice  Bay  suggest,  the  Interesting 
possibility  of  domestic  fuel  supply 
for  this  province  at  some  future 
time 

"The  development  of  Alberta's  oil 
resources  has  gone  forward  during 
the  year,  with  a  good  deal  of  drilling 
done  nnd  new  exploration  work  un- 
dertaken.

Lake  Ice  now  extends  from  twelve 
miles  north  of  Kelowna  to  Pen  tic- 
ton,  but  the  sheet  of  Ice  between 
two  miles  south  of  Kelowna  and  sit 
miles  north  of  8ummerland  Is  triltt 
and  ships  are  able  to  penetrate 
through  a  narrow  channel. 

Ice  In  the  Summerland  area  it 
now  too  heavy  to  continue  regular 
sailing  schedules  to  that  point,  and 
the  CPR.  tug  Narnmata  Is  fully 
occupied  keeping  the  channel  open 
In  the  Kelowna  area.  Through  thin 
ice  in  a  small  channel  It  is  possible 
to  reach  Okanagan  centre,  tran-sfor 
of  passengers  from  train  to  boats 
being  made  at  Qretas. 

Tugs  Rnd  ships  have  had  dlffU 
culty  on  several  occasions  with 
floating  Ice  which  break!  awsy 
from  the  shore  lines  closing  avalN 
able  channels.  The  railway  coplpanv' 
was  forced  on  Monday  to  abandon 
service  to  8ummerland  when  a 
north  wind  caused  Ice  to  break 
away  into  the  channel.
